Town Meeting Saturday 


Wilmington voters will convene in 
the 1980 annual town meeting on 
Saturday afternoon in the Wilmington 
High School gymnasium. 

A total of 32 articles were listed on 
the warrant, including the élection, 
conducted last Saturday, and the 
budget. 

Babysitting will be available in the 
high school cafeteria during the 
meeting. Afternoon babysitting 
chores will be conducted by Girl 
Scouts. Evening duty will be carried 
out by members of the Wilmington 
Teachers’ Association. 


The town meeting which starts at 
1:30 p.m. Saturday is going to be a 
little different from any town meeting 
of recent history in Wilmington. 
Voters can, and sometimes do over 
rule the finance committee, in an 
annual town meeting in this town. But 
never before, in recent years, have 


they had an opportunity to override 
the school committee. 

School committee budgets, by law, 
are not subject to debate. But if a 
school committee budget should 
exceed the tax cap, which became the 
law a year ago, then it is subject to 
debate. 

This year the school committee 
budget is over the ‘‘cap” by $171,604. 
As such it is clearly open to debate. 

This year, too, the finance com- 
mittee has cut, not only school 
committee budgets, but of 
other departments. rly there will 
be debate on more than the school 
committee budget. 

It might bea lot of fun. In effect the 
voters in the town meeting are being 
handed a doubled barrelled weapon. 
They can, if they choose, shoot down 
either or both of two of the more 
important committees in town 
government.

Wilmington’s political marathon for 
1980 came to the wire Saturday night 
with one selectman’s candidate far 
outdistancing the others. Dan Ballou 
Jr. topped the selectman’s race with 
1718 votes, nearly 700 votes ahead of 
his nearest opponent. 

‘The hottest contest was for the 
second seat, with incumbent select- 
man A. John Imbimbo beating former 
selectman Carl Backman by 50 votes, 
1015 to 965. 

Four other candidates were left far 
behind, Gerald O'Reilly with 434, 
Anne Linehan with 411, Conlin Ban- 


field with 50 and Richard Gifford with 
u. 


School Committee incumbents John 
Brooks and Lester White were both 
Teelected, Brooks with 1632 votes, 
White with 1382, Elmer Parker 
received 549 votes, and Arthur Ryder 
m2. 

A three-year unexpired term on the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority went to Wilmington 
firefighter Daniel Stewart, who 
topped Bernard LaVita 1625 to 392. 

Lawrence Flaherty topped the 
entire ballot, drawing 1833 votes in his 


uncontested election to the 
Shawsheen Tech Regional Vocational 
School Committee. Other un- 
contested candidates were Moderator 
John Callan, with 1534 votes and 
Wilmington’ Housing Authority 
member Kevin McMillan, with 1678 
votes. 

The ballot question of whether the 
town should indemnify town officials 
and employess for liability passed by 
exact two-thirds margin, 616 to 308.

Amendment adds $100, 000 for Woburn Waste Study 


When federal officials informed

and water quality testing in the area. 
. Barrett and Paleologos of- 
fe an amendment on the floor of 
the House of Representatives 
‘Thursday evening, the day after the 
amount of the federal grant was made 


public. 

“T'm delighted that we succeeded,” 
Rep. Barret says, “State and federal 
agencies are-already cooperating 
closely on the Woburn prob problem; 
coordination, in fact, is what the Hart 
report is all about. It seemed to us 
that the state should also be putting 
up part of the testing costs." 

Rep. Barrett credited residents of 
South Wilmington and officers of the 
South Wilmington. Betterment 
Association with having taken an 
active interest in the state's becoming 
more involved with the funding of 
resolutions to the Woburn situation. 


“Prevailing winds carry powdered 
waste residues into southern 
Wilmington and into Reading," Rep. 
Barrett says. ‘Because I represent 
both areas, it was natural for me to 
become involved.” 

The amendment specifically

‘Some are 
talking about having the street 
closed.” i
